Mortal Sin Atoned by tjii' death of Christ 


But Sinners Must Kejirnt to Gaiu the 
Ereriinl Kuvvard.

"You La\c been told, .in eteinity aivaits 
you; whether it he of joy 01 iniM'iy depends, 
on your own efforts. 
God created you 


for a noble end. That end is luavcn, with 
its endless joys. God lus IJUPU yon a free 
will to follow Him or your o«n inclina- 
tions. If you follow Him, heaven is >our 
reward. Follow your own inclinations"and 
you lose heaven. As God has created jou 
for Himself you would expect Him to'di- 
rect you to Himself. This He docs, for 
he g:ves us national and divine laws. 
Natural law tell! us whoa vie are doing 
right or wrong. The divine law, the ex- 
pression of His divine will is embodied in 
ihe ten commandments. These commaud- 
rnents are as It were, a ladder from earth 
to heaven, on which we must ascend step 
by step to reach eternal happiness. 


•'The ten commandments aie a chain 


which binds us to God and which no power 
but our own free will jean break. 
Once 


broken we can never pat it together again 
without the application of the merits of 
Christ. That which Breaks the chain is 
mortal sin. When in piortal sin. we arc 
dead In the supernatural oriler: we are sep- 
arated from God. The soul is created to 
God's image and likeness and is thus oeau- 
tiful.

"You Lave been lohl, au elernity awaits 
you; whether It be of joy or misery depends 
on your own1 effoi'ls; 
God crealcd you 


for a noble end. That'ond is hfaven, with 
Ils endless joys. 
God lias given you a free 


will lo follow Him or your own iudlua- 
Llous. If you follow Him, licaven Is your 
reward. Follow your own inclination)"mid 
you lose heaven.' As God has crcatotl you 
for Himself yon would expect Him to "di- 
rect you lo Himself. 
Thia He does, for 


he gives us national nud divine lows. 
Natural law LellS us when we are doing 
right or wrong. 
Tho divine law, Lhe ex- 


pression of His divine will Is embodied In 
Ihe leu commandments. Theso command 
raeuls are as IL were, a.laddcr from eartl 
lo heaven, on which we must ascend 9le 
by slep lo reach elornal happiness. 


"The Ion commnndrrjenls .are a chain 


which binds us lo God and which nopowe 
but our own free will tan break. 
One 


broken we can never put it logelher agalt 
without llio npnllcatlori of the merits o] 
Christ. That which rjreaks Ihe chain L 
mortal siu. When In ijnorlal sin, we arc 
dead In the supernatural order; \vo are scp 
arnted from God. The soul Is crcaled to 
God's image nud.llkemias aud is thus beau 
tiful. Bui when that ijoul by ils own 
fret, 


will goes away from God It loses its ijeaut' 
and becomes nn imagc'of Hie devil. 


"We cannot see sin as God sees It for we 


close our eyes to our own faults and sins 
but could we but seo them as does our 
Creator we would ratber die a ibousam 
deaths than commit one mortal sin." 


The speaker then compared our sinning 


against God to the rebellion of a poor sub 
jecl from his king, comNilllinp high trea- 
son, on acl for which the law inflicts capi- 
lal punishoienl for life. 


"When we sin against God our soul be- 


ing Immortal we are punished for eler- 
nily." 


He then dwelt on Iho enormity of mor- 


tal sin which called for Infinite aloncment, 
and for which Christ assumed our nature 
and was cruel Tied. He urged all to repent 
for those of tile past nnd fight against sin 
in Ibo fulure.

Next year but not in time for the granting 
of licenses will come a|state census.Loweli's 
population now approximates J)0,000 and 
bv tbe time the census reports are com- 
piled it will be 92,000. Tet this year the 
city will lose $23,400, the value of thirteen 
licenses under the law. 


The approach of the date for granting 


licenses recalls the great commotion in old 
city ball last year, when a cordon of police 
was put on to keep everybody save the 
mayor and board of aldermen out of city 
hall, in fact all business was completely 
stopped after 3 p. m. The newspaper re- 
porters, eager after the news, tried to out- 
wit the police on duty, and after a time 
were successful. 


This year xhe aldermen will have 


"snap" in their consultation. In the com- 
mittee rooms which are large and airy and 
comfortably furnished they can deliberate 
to their own convenience. 
They will 


hardly be any necessity of calling ont tbe 
police force to throw a skirmish line out- 
side. The big city hall will hold nearly all 
who are intimately interested in the list of 
successful applicants. 


Last year it was 4 a. m. when the com- 


pleted list was reported.

This He does, for 


Ue gives us national and divine laws. 
Natural law tells us when ni> are doing 
right or wrong. The divine l.iw, the ex- 
pression of His divine will is embodied in 
the ten commandments. 
Thesi> command- 


ments are as it were, a ladder fiom earth 
lo heaven, on which we must ascend step 
by step to reach eternal happiness. 


"The ten commandments aic a chain 


which binds us to God and which no power 
but our own free will can bieak. 
Once 


broken we can never put it together again 
without the application of the merits of 
Christ. - That which breaks the chain is 
mortal sin. When in mortal sin, we are 
dead in the supernatural order; we are sep- 
arated from God. The soul is created to 
God's image and likeness and is thus beau- 
tiful. 
But, -when that soul by its own free 


will goes away from God it loses its beauty 
and becomes an image of the devil. 


"We cannot see sin as God sees it for we 


close our eyes to our own faults and sins, 
but could we but see them as does our 
Creator we would rather die a thousand 
deaths than commit one mortal sin." 


The speaker then compared our sinning 


against God to the rebellion of a poor sub- 
ject from his king, committing hisjli trea- 
son, an act for wbich the law inflicts capi- 
tal punishment for life. 


'•\Vhen we sin against God our soul be- 


ing immortal we are punished for eter- 
nity.1' 


He then dwelt on the enormity of mor- 


tal sin which called for infinite atonement, 
and for which Christ assumed our nature 
and was crucified. He urged all to repent 
for those of the past and fight against sin 
in the future.
